Kochersperser as manager 
January 1, 1919, @t a salary of $2,000. He is a civil and hydraulic engineer 
and served as assistant city engineer of Philadelphia for twelve yearSe In 
Mifflinburg, 2 complete modern system of municipal accounts has been installed; 
many positions have been cornbined uncer one head? the bero streets have bcen 
paved with reinforced concrete by city labor at a cost of $1.49 per square yard 
against an average contract price of $2.89. . 


Lufkin, Tex., population 7,000 put its manager charter into effect 
May 1, 1919 with L. Mitchell as menaoger at $2,400. In less than five months, 
the following res:lts havo been achieved: The city had paid eff ¥53,000 of old 
indebtedness and rc-cstablishced its credit; has ordered a ¥100,000 bond clicc- 
tion for street improvemcnts, incluiing 3s miles of paving; added 122 new water 
customers and greatly increased the city revenucs in many wayse A building 
campaign is uncer way and the permits issued so far this year cxcecd those 
for the corresponding ncriod last year by 62e A mocorn Gackee of Commerce and 
a Suilding and Loan associntion have been spread witchell is but 29 years 


Old and previously served for a short time as mannger ot Mangum, Oklce 


Alliance, Ned-, population 7,000, the first Nebrasia city to employ 
& manager, appointed Crssius C. Smith, feast 20, 19193; salcry 93,000. Within 
the first month, Alliance adopted standard methods of wre ego wiring and 
Plumbing inspection; cstxrblis’ed its police in comfortable quarters, developed 
a& signal system and begun better law enforceense the new manager set up and 
started a 525 HeP.Skinncr engine ané direct drive 250 Kelle “ostinghouse 4. ©. 
gencrator with boilers; ict - contract for scraping, repairing and painting the 
city standpipes had the city pest houses renovated and equipped with lights 
and telephoncse The city has let . contract for paving and storm sewers smount- 
ing to about $120,000. 


Mre Smith, however, can hordly be clasecd as a new managere He 
served two years as manager at Montrose, Colce prior tc his recent promotione 
Two sentences from a recent letter from Smith are significant: "It wes through 


the City Manager Bulletin that I first heard of this positions" "I shall always 
feel that, in a mensurc, my annual report landed ine this job." 
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Bristol, Vae, population 9,000, appointed R. We Rigsby as manager 
under its now charter, Septe 1, 1919, salary #3,000. Immediately upon tcking 
office, Mr. Rigsby was faced by a threatened shortage of the water supply at the 
very betinning of the dry seasone Many complications, not the least of which 
was political, made the problom e difficult once 4s it happens, the State 
line separating Tennessee from Virginia bisects Bristol and "the larger half" 
lies on the Tonnessee side and controlls the water supply. The resulting 
tangle has been the source of irritation for gonerations and heroic measures 
hed to be employed to relicve the distresse Rigsby is busy condeavoring to 
locate the sewer and water systems, neither of which seems to have been recorded 
in ony Way, shape or mannere A comprehensive survey is bcing undertaken as a
